In the American and Xational leagues 
have traveled around the country with 
•Breather eye set and ears open trying 
to locate new talent— talent good 
enough for the select circles of the 
big circuits. Scarcely a league, even 
though it be stowed away in some re- 
mote pare of the country, l>uc what 
has had a visit from one or the other 
of the hunters for players. And. judg- 
ing from the reports which these im- 
portant factors to a team hare made 
to their employers, the crop lias been a 
good one. The smaller organizations 
have uncovered many likely looking 
young fellows who next -season will 
journey to the southland with the 
teams which have already secured or 
will in the near future secure a hold 
on them for a trial. Some of them, of 
course, will be sent back: for more sea- 
soning. but others will find regular 
berths, and more of the familiar faces 
will drop from view.

filled. The names of hundreds of play- 
ers hare been filed away therein for 
future reference, and while the present 
Seams arc busily engaged in battling

•future, to sojourn in 1910. It takes 
•competent men to pick out the young- 
sters scampering- about on the dia- 
monds cf the "bush" leagues — to "size" 
them up correctly-^ But this ^portion of 
the work Is as nothing' compared with 
that which falls upon the managerial 
Ghouluers at the beginning of the sea- 
son, when the sifting mnst begin and 
the chaff must be got rid of with as 
Httle loss as possible anil the wheat 
must be retained for Tise throughout 
another six or seven months. 


Just botr many youngsters will have 


been corralled by the various teams in 
the big leagues by next spring it would 
be fo!!y to try to estimate, but the 
early season returns thus far have 
been so great as to Insure a record 
breaker in tbis respect To date the 
records show the American league to 
have been far more active in this re- 
spect than the Xational.
